Held at Chicago March 10th, 1874. 

MINUTES OF THE MEETING. 

Cl.rit AND COMMITTEE ROOMS. TItEMONT HoiiSE. I 

Chicago. March 10th, 1874. f 

The Convention of Illinois Sportsmen met. pursuant to a call issued 
by the Field and Stream, at the Tremont House, and was called to 
order at 2:30 p. M. by W, T. Johnson, of Chicago, who moved the 
election of Wni. Price, of the Kennieott Club, as Temporary Chair¬ 
man. Luther E. Shinn was then chosen Secretary, pro tern. 

Mr. Price, on taking the chair, stated briefly the objects for which 
the Convention was called, and expressed the hope that the move¬ 
ment so auspiciously inaugurated would spread and extend until the 
wires were laid iu every remote section of the State, so that violations 
of the game laws would be followed by prompt and vigorous pun¬ 
ishment. 

The Chairman appointed the following Committee on Credentials: 
•Ino. Syme, of Sycamore; W. T. Johnson, of Chicago, and C. B. Mil¬ 
ler. of Genesee. 

The Committee reported the following Delegates with proper cre¬ 
dentials. and recommended that any representatives of other clubs 
present be admitted to seats in the Convention.

Kennieott Club, Chicago —Abner Price, E. O. Dow. II. W. Baldwin. 
Wm. Price, and G. W. Egleston. 

On motion, the report of the Committee was adopted. 

The Chairmau then appointed Jno. V. LeMoyne, C. W. Marsh, ami 
E. O. Dow, a Committee to report a Form of Organization; and, to 
allow the Committee time for consideration, the Convention took a 
recess of fifteen minutes. 

Convention called to order by the chair, and the Committee on 
Form of Organization reported, and the Convention adopted unani¬ 
mously the following 
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CONSTITUTION AND BYLAWS. 

ARTICLE 1. 

This Association is formed for the purpose of securing tlie proper 
legislation lor the protection of game and fish during the seasons at 
which it is unlawful to pursue them, and for the enforcement of such 
laws) to foster ami encourage the improvement of the dog and gun, 
and to promote friendly intercourse and generous emulation among 
sportsmen. 

ARTICLE II. 

NAME. 

It shall be called the Illinois State Sportsmen's Association. 

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBERS. 

Sec. 1. Any resident of the State of Illinois—not a professional 
trap-shot—may become a member of this Association in the manner 
and upon the terms provided in Article IV. of this Constitution. 

Sec. a. All persons admitted to the Convention forming this Con¬ 
stitution, shall become members upon signing the Constitution and 
the payment of the initiation fee. 

Sec. 3. Any non-resident of this State—not a professional trap- 
shot.—may become a member in the manner and upon the terms pro¬ 
vided In‘Article IV. of this Constitution, but shall not he entitled to 
vote at the meetings of tlie Association. 

ARTICLE IV, 

TERMS OF MEMIIKIISHir. 

Sec. 1. All persons desiring to become members of this Associa¬ 
tion, shall make application in writing to the Executive Committee, 
which application shall he endorsed by a member of the Association. , 
If elected by the Executive Committee, he shall, upon the payment of 
an initiation fee of three dollars, become a regular member. 

Sec. 2. The initiation fee shall lie paid within thirty days from the j 
date of the candidate's election to membership, otherwise the election 
shall he void. 

Sec. 3. Each member of this Association shall pay into the Treas¬ 
ury an annual fee of two dollars, which shall be paid by each member 
prior to the election of officers. 

ARTICLE V. 

OFFICERS. 

SEC. 1. The officers of this Association shall be a President, First 
Vice-President. Second Vice-President. Secretary, Treasurer ami an 
Executive Committee, (appointed by the President,) consisting, of 
tiye members. 

Sec. 2. The first election of officers shall he held immediately 
upon the adoption of this Constitution, and the officers then elected 
shall respectively hold office until the close of the next Annual Con¬ 
vention, or until their successors are respectively elected; and there¬ 
after all officers shall be elected by ballot, at the Annual Sleeting. 

Sf.c. 3. Any vacancy in either of the offices may he filled at any 
meeting of the Association regularly organized, 

ARTICLE VI. 

PI TIES OF OFFICERS 

Sec. 1. It shall he the duty of the President to president all meet¬ 
ings of the Association; to preserve order and see that the laws are 
carried into effect, and to call special meetings whenever lie shall deem 
it necessary. He shall have no vote except in the election of officers 
and new members, and except on equal divisions, when lie shall have 
the casting vote; and lie shall also appoint all committees, unless 
otherwise ordered. Immediately after the election of officers at the 
Annual Meeting, the President elect shall appoint an Executive 
Committee of five members, who. witli the President, (who shall lie 
ei-officio chairman of the Committee.) shall have charge of the election 
of members and the general management of the affairs of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Sec. 2. It shall he the duty of the First Vice-President to perform 
all the duties of the President in his absence; and in case of the 
absence of both the above mentioned officers the Second Vice-Presi¬ 
dent shall perform all the duties appertaining to the President. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep an accurate 
record of all the proceedings of this Association in a book; to notify 
members of their election, and to issue, all notices of meetings. 

He shall take charge of all communications, and reply thereto in ac¬ 
cordance with such instructions ns he may reciovc from the Associa¬ 
tion, and shall keep, and record in a book, copies thereof; and he shall 
deliver to his successor in office all books or other property belonging 
to the Association in his possession. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and hold all the funds of the 
Association, and disburse the same as he may he authorized to do by 
any vote of the Association, or by order of the President and Secre¬ 
tary. 

He shall keep a correct account of all moneys received and disbursed 
by him, in a book to be provided for that purpose, which shall be open 
at all times to the inspection of tiny of the officers of the Association, 
or of any Committee only authorized therefor by the Association; 
and he shall report at the Annual Meeting, or whenever required by a 
vote of the Association, orof the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VII. 

•' MEETINGS. 

Sec. 1. The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held at 
such time and place as may he designated from year to year, and there 
shall also be a regular meeting in Chicago, on the second Tuesday of 
January of each year. 

Sec. 2. Special Meetings may he called by the President, provided 
that at least one week’s notice of such meeting shall be given by de¬ 
positing written or printed notices thereof in the Post Office, directed 
to each of the memlters at their respective places of business or resi¬ 
dence. 

Sec. 3. Any meeting may be adjourned from time to time by 
vote. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

QUORUM. 

At any Regular Meeting ten members shall constitute n quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Rules and Regulations hereto annexed shall govern all contests 
at meetings of this Association. 

ARTICLE X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

All proposed alterations, additions, or amendments to the Constitu¬ 
tion or By-laws, shall be submitted in writing to the Committee on 
Rules, and shall be reported bysnidCommittee at any Regular Meeting, 
with their opinion thereon; and no such alteration, addition,ornmend- 
ment. shall be adtqttetl unless it shall have been so submitted and re¬ 
ported; nor unless Ktvo-chimls of all the members present at such Regu¬ 
lar Sleeting shall vote In flavor of such alteration, addition, or amend¬ 
ment. 

MV-LAWS. 

Sec. 1. The order of business at all meetings shall he as follows: 

1. Roll-call. 

2. Reading Minutes of previous meeting. 

3. Report of Committee on Membership. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Unfinished business. 

l>. New business. 

7. Election of officers. 

Sf.c. 2. No member shall be allowed to discuss any question under 
debate without rising and addressing the chair. 

Sec. 3. No member shall speak more titan twice on any one ques¬ 
tion. nor more than five minutes at any one time, unless by unanimous 
consent. 

Sec. 4 Every member present shall be required to vote on all ques¬ 
tions unless lie is directly or personally interested, or excused by the 
vote of a majority of the members present. 

Sec. 5. Any member of this Association behaving in an ungentle- 
manly or unsportsman-like manner, may, by a vote of two-thinls of 
the members present, he expelled. 

Sec. 8. All charges against any member must be submitted in 
writing, and notice of such charges furnished such member so charged 
who shall be entitled to submit a written defense. 

Sec. 7. No outside shooting whatever, shall be permitted within 
the enclosure where the trap shooting takes place; nor shall there he 
any contests for money on the grounds of the Association during the 
days advertised for the Annual contests, other than such as have Iteeu 
advertised to take place on such days in the usual announcement of 
prizes. 

Sec. 8. Any change of rules of shooting that may he made shall 
not apply to the Convention then being held. 

Sec. 9. No person shall he permitted to contend for prizes who 
has not been a member of the Association for a period of not less than 
one month immediately prior to the day of contest. 

Sec. 10. No person wild is not a member, o,r whose fees are nor 
paid to the Association, shall he allowed to contend for the prizes of¬ 
fered at the Conventions of this Association. 

The Constitution ami By-Laws were taken up section by section, 
discussed at length, and unanimously adopted singly, and finally as a 
whole. 

The following gentlemen affixed their signatures to the Constitu¬ 
tion and By-Laws in token of their approval and of their desire to be¬ 
come members of the Association:

On motion It was resolved that the Rules of this Association govern¬ 
ing Trap Shooting, be referred to the Executive Committee,(to be ap¬ 
pointed as provided in the Constitution,) who shall be empowered to 
prepare and adopt such rules ns they may deem best, and such rules so 
adopted hy the Committee, shall govern the contests at the first Annual 
Meeting. 
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The election of officers being next in order, it was unanimously re¬ 
solved that the flist Board of Officers be elected by acclamation. 
The result of the election was as follows:

Pirst Vice President. —AV. T. Johnson, of Cliicago. 

Second Vice President. —Jno. L. Pratt, of Sycamore.. 

Secretary .—Luther E. Shinn, of Chicago.

The President elect was conducted to the chair by Mr. Price, the 
Temporary Chairman, who, introducing to the Association their first 
President, retired from Ids office with the thanks of the Convention 
for the able manner in which lie had presided over their deliberations. 

In a neat speech tiie President expressed Ids thanks to the Associa¬ 
tion for the honor thus conferred upon hint, and, promising to further, 
by every means in his power, the objects for which the Association 
was formed, proceeded to the appointment of the 

Executive Committee .—Abner Price, AV. F. Milligan, C. W. Marsh, 
B. R. Clark, E. T. Martin. 

On motion the Executive Committee was instructed to prepare for 
a Trap-shooting Tournament to be held at tlie first Annual Meeting 
of the Association. 

It was then unanimously resolved that the first Annual Meeting be 
held in Chicago, commencing on the first Tuesday of June next, at 
such place ns shall be selected by the Executive Committee. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved , That the Fiki.i» ani> Stream is hereby declared the Official 
Organ of fids Association. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed to tender to the generous 
proprietors of the Tremont flouse the thanks of the Association for 
the free use of their Club and Committee Rooms, and for the kind at¬ 
tention with which every want has been anticipated. 

On motion the Association adjourned to meet in Chicago on the 
first Tuesday of June 1874.

AVI TAT AVI EE BE DONE. 

The first grand object to be accomplished by the formation olf the 
Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association is the protection and preserva¬ 
tion of game. In some parts of the State it has heretofore been 
fonud almost impossible to prevent the wholesale trapping and un¬ 
lawful killing of game, owing to the very natural dislike on the part 
of individuals to become the objects of the malice and hatred of the 
, persistent violators of the law. The farmer, who perhaps desired to 
see the game law enforced in his neighborhood, was obliged to stand 
back and see the game destroyed by wholesale, because lie was unable 
singly, and alone, to take the matter in hand and prosecute to convic¬ 
tion the offenders. Indeed the expense of these prosecutions is alone 
enough to deter many who really desire to see the law enforced, 
from commencing them. This objection is done away with by the 
formation of the State Association, as it proposes to take such cases 
in hand, and, by making examples of a few persistent violators of the 
law, create a wholesome regard for it in future. The expenses attend¬ 
ant upon such prosecutions will be borne by the Association, so that 
whenever, in any section of the State, the law is openly violated the 
ease, if reported to the Association over the names of responsi¬ 
ble persons, will be taken up and vigorously prosecuted with¬ 
out expense to the individuals, and, being prosecuted by the Asso- 
ociation. the enmity of the offenders falls harmless to the ground 
when expended against an organization of this kind. 

The Association will also confer with the Associations of contiguous 
States, and endeavor to secure such intelligent legislation in each as 
will render the game laws more uniform, and consequently more effec¬ 
tive. 

Another important object of the Association is the inauguration of 
Annual Dog Shows and Field Trials, by means of which a healthy in¬ 
terest will he excited and a general desire created among sportsmen, 
for the production of better bred and better broken dogs. This sub¬ 
ject is one’of the utmost importance, and will receive that particular 
and careful attention at the hands of the Association to which it is so 
justly entitled. AVhile it will be impossible for the Executive Com¬ 
mittee to make the necessary arrangements for a show or trial of this 
kind at the first Annual Meeting of the Association, owing to the 
brief space of time allowed them in which to act, it is hoped that a 
Field Trial may be held sometime during the coming fall, in which 
animals from any State will be allowed to compete for the champion¬ 
ship. Correspondence on this subject is invited by the Association, 
and may be addressed to the Secretary at Chicago. Let those gentle¬ 


men who have good dogs which ,they wish to enter in a trial of this 
kind correspond with the Association. The Rules mid Regulations 
governing this subject will appear soon in the Field and Stream. 
Gun trials under the auspices of the Association will also he arranged 
at ns early a date as possible, and manufacturers and sportsmen de¬ 
siring to have their guns represented are invited to communicate with 
the Association through their Secretary: The conditions and rules 
will lie published in the official organ of the Association: 

The Tournaments of the Association at each Annual Meeting will 
be arranged upon a broader and more liberal basis than any ever be¬ 
fore held in this country, and. in proof of this statement: wo need 
only refer- the reader to the well-known names of the gentlemen com¬ 
posing the Executive Committee, who have in charge the ar¬ 
rangements for the first Annual Meeting. 

AA’e desire to call the attention of the amateur sportsmen in the 
United States to the fact that while under Art. III. of the Constitu¬ 
tion, any one of them is eligible to membership, and as such may 
participate in any contest of skill held under the auspices of the Asso¬ 
ciation. it is necessary that application for membership he made at 
an early day. (sec By-Laws 9 and 10.) in order to entitle them to take 
part in the first Annual Tournament, which will lie held in Chicago, 
commencing on the first Tuesday in June next. The excuses of this 
Tournament will he borne by individuals, and will in no case be paid 
from the funds of the Association as such. We make this statement 
in order that those who desire to join the organization with a view to 
aiding them in the enforcement of the laws, and without reference to 
any social enjoyment they may derive from their connection with it. 
may fully' understand that ’■ those who dance must pay the piper." 
The fees received from members are devoted strictly to the necessary 
expenses of the Association, and the more vigorous enforcement of flic 
laws. 

While it is expected that sportsmen in every section of the country 
will apply for membership ill tiie Association on account of the ad¬ 
vantages it affords for social intercourse and generous rivalry, it is 
hoped that those of Illinois in particular, whom we believe universal¬ 
ly desire (lie enforcement of tiie laws and the improvement and eleva¬ 
tion of all matters pretnining to field sports, will hasten to join tiie 
ranks of this organization and lend their inffuciice and support, in 
favor of tiie honorable and legitimate objects for which it was organ¬ 
ized.

TROUT FISHING IN DAYS RIVER.

Several years ago my friend Royal and myself went out after fish, 
with the determination firmly fixed in our own minds that tiie fish 
had better gracefully yield at onee to our enticing baits and save us 
further trouble. This, however, they refused to do. Luck seemed 
always a little farther on. We gradually worked northwest, fishing 
here and there with faint success, till we came to Escanaha. at tiie 
head of Green Bay. Here we had understood was capital trout fish¬ 
ing. The mirage state of affairs above alluded to. still continued, as 
we soon found on making inquiries, that the trout fishing was farther 
on. 

However, we spent a few days here and took revenge on some glor¬ 
ious black bass and pickerel. I do not remember ever to have enjoy¬ 
ed an hour's fishing in my life better than one spent just below tiie 
falls of tiie Escanaba river. Here tiie river ran with a swift rush over 
an immense rock lied, traversed here and there with crevices, where 
the black bass lay waiting for us. Those wo captured here were 
gamey fellows, and made lots of fun. 

Tiie way we would capture them was, to run thp boat up the rapids 
as near the falls as possible, then let it slide with the current until we 
reached smoother water. Every time we got one bass apiece going 
down tiie rapids. 

But we had come here after trout, and trout we must have or perish 
in tiie attempt. At length we made up a party of four and started 
early one morning for Days river, about an hour's ride from Escanaba. 
Although in July, the early morning was quite chilly, so tiie fire in 
file caboose of tiie ore train was quite cheerful. 
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The train Anally stopped and let us off at the most uninviting spot 
this side of Symmes' hole. 

We were in a dismal wilderness of tainarnek trees. Vmler t lie most, 
favorable circumstances the tamarack tree is anything but cheerful; j 
but here the fire fiend had gone scurrying through their ranks, scoop- j 
ing out solid columns, and leaving in their place a bed of charcoal and I 
ashes, crossed here and there with some unburned trunks. To add to ; 
this cheerful state of atl'airs tht ground was quite swampy. However, > 
we struck out over the highest ground in view and came at length to 
the river or creek, Here we separted into parties and commenced 
operations at once, it took but a few moments' fishing to convince 
us of the inutility of flies in these woods, and at this season, for the j 
trout will not take them. First, we caught a frog and cut oft a fleshy 
piece from the upper part of the leg. With fids we soon caught a 
trout. AVe then cut out the tin nearest the tail and found it made the 
most successful and durable bait we could use. 

The hanks of the stream were so completely covered with under¬ 
brush. which made it a perfect tangle, that our only practical method j 
of proceeding was to take to the stream. As we went down the 
stream tracks of heaver became numerous, and at length we came to 
a beaver dam so recently worked upon that the marks of the trees cut 
were still fresh, and the foliage of the branches strewn around still 
green. The animals themselves, however, kept silly out of sight. I 
Just above this dam the water was of course quite deep, and there , 
had collected quite a raft of unused logs cut by the beaver into some¬ 
what regular lengths. This raft seemed a very inviting place to Roy¬ 
al to cast from. Balancing himself cautiously, lie stepped from one 
log to another, and tit length gave a cast so as to throw his bait di¬ 
rectly beneath the raft. In an instant it was seized by a trout of un¬ 
usual size for these waters, and then came fun. The fish spun through 
the water, while the captor tried in vain to balance himself upon his 
unsteady standing place, so as to lie able to play it. The log turned 
beneath him anti plunged him into the pool in such a way that when . 
he came up his head shot up between the logs of the loosely construct- ! 
c.d raft. Then he would grasp a log ami try to raise himself upon it, 
when down he would go to pop up in another plaee. This game of 
hide and seek continued some little time, lull before I could render 
him any assistance tie managed to extricate himself—a shining exam¬ 
ple of fisherman's luck. My uncontrollable laughter was avenged, how- 
ever, shortly after, when lie hud the pleasure of seeing me plunge 
from the prostrate trunk of a slender tamarack tree which 1 was trying, 
Blomlin like, to wall* out upon, so as to extract my hook from a branch 
where a wily trout had managed to lodge it. 

I.ittle episodes of lilts kind did not dampen our ardor, as our bas¬ 
kets grew in weight with the speckled beauties. I.uncb over. I pur¬ 
sued my way down the stream alone, whipping out a number of small | 
trout in my progress. I was standing on a log. throwing for a fine i 
fellow that had shown himself, but seemed somewhat indifferent to 
my endeavors, when a crashing through the brush and a peculiar noise 
from some animal called my attention to the opposite hank. As i be¬ 
came aware of the presence of a black hear so near me, my feelings 
were anything hut tranquil, 1 assure yon. My only means of defense 
consisted of a slender trout-pole mid an unusually good pair of legs. 
The latter seemed rather shaky pro|>erty just at that juncture, and the 
former rather insufficient for game of that size. I hail met with crea¬ 
tures of this kind in menageries and was delighted with them, but had 
no great desire to make such acquaintances under just these circum¬ 
stances. Agitated witli emotions caused by visions of being served 
up raw to this brute, my pole trembled violently in my hand, caus¬ 
ing the bait to dance so merrily in tlie water as to inveigle the hesi¬ 
tating trout into biting. The strain on my line caused a change in my 
equilibrium, the rotten hark peeled oft tlie log in my ettorts to recover 
it, and I took a moist seat in the bottom of the creek. Well,] was 
demoralized—hut the other fellow was more so, if possible, and dashed 
off like a frightened ewe. I caught the trout, hut lost the bear. 

I have always prided myself on my courage on that occasion in put¬ 
ting brilln to flight. We hud the pleasure of seeing his broad tracks 
afterwards in the mud. The sight of them was not reassuring. 

Toward evening we all came together again, compared our baskets,, 
which were all creditable, walked back to the track, where we sig¬ 
nalled a train with a red handkerchief, and slowly steamed out of the 
wilderness, 


HUNTING IN UTAH. 

IIV K. A. IIAVIS, 

Portions of Utah afford rare sport to the lover of gun and dog. It 
was my good fortune to spend a year in Salt Lake Valley, during 
which time I participated in several very enjoyable limiting and fish¬ 
ing excursions, some of which 1 will from time to time pen-sketch tor 
the readers of Fibi.ii axi> Stream. 

1 took a Joe. Mauton No. 11 gun with me to Utah, it was, without 
exception, the best shooter I ever pulled on game, and were it in my 
possession now. it could not be purchased for the best breech-loader 
in existence. X am aware of the fact, that many sporting men pro¬ 
nounce in favor of the breech-loaders, yet I know of at least three 
" Mauton" guns, owned by friends, who have used them many years, 
and who cannot lie induced to part with them for any of the new de¬ 
signs in the market. 1 say nothing against the breech-loaders; not a 
word. Joe Mauton made a famous gun, the reputation of which will 
live for generations. This much, parenthetically. Now to my story: 

In tlie month of October, 1859, a party of four of us started to Utah 
Lake, some thirty-five miles southeast of Salt Lake City, for a day’s 
thick shooting. The Mouther was cloudy, with a stiff south wind 
blowing directly in our faces, which rendered traveling anything but 
pleasant. We were mounted on Indian ponies, eaeli man carrying Ills 
provisions, blankets, and sporting tools. We had two dogs along; a 
pointer and a setter, the latter well broke ami under command; the 
former fine-blooded, with a remarkably good nose. Imt untrained, 
flushing birds before you were ready to shoot, and carrying ducks to 
the opposite shore, By 4 o'clock, e. M.. \ve arrived at the lake, gath¬ 
ered a large pile of dead cedars, which lay scattered about over - the 
adjacent hills, built a tire, and soon had codec, broiled jack rabbit and 
curlew for supper, which we ate with a relish, for our ride had given 
us ravenous appetites. Before dark we visited the lake. Not a bird 
was to he seen. Hoping for better things in the morning, we returned 
to camp. We were over a thousand miles from civilization sitting at 
tlie base of mountains whose interior ranges, plainly visible, were 
capped with eternal snow. Yet we felt happy; for the ruddy tint of 
health painted our cheeks with swarthy crimson; we could eat our 
"regular rations," and more too, without fear of dyspepsia, or any 
kindred ills. In that dry. bracing atmosphere, tin* blood never gets 
sluggish, and life is Indeed a pleasure. After smoking, telling yarns, 
and speculating upon the probable results of the morrow's limit, we 
put ourselves ill our “ little beds." During the night ducks came in in 
great numbers. We could hear the whir-r-r-r and whiz-z-z-z of their 
wings very plainly. Morning came, cloudy and hazy, hat with little 
wind. By break of day we had eaten our breakfast mid were ready for 
operations. No boat was to be had, so we were forced to depend al¬ 
together ilium our dogs. We took stations half a mile apart, witli two 
men and one dog at a station, and soon tlie fun commenced. Tim lake 
was swarming with ducks, of all sizes, from tlie blue-wing teal up to 
the mallard. A flock of pin-tails, the swiftest duck on wing, darted by 
me. I emptied both barrels and brought down two. At the same 
moment tin: guns at tlie upper station belched forth, and thousands of 
ducks arose from the water with almost deafening quacks. Now was 
our time, ami we improved it,■slaughtering tlie birds right and left. 
I had the misfortune to have the unbroken dog at my station, and 
| consequently lost at least one-third of the game killed there. My 
companion, Cupt. Plummer, of the 5th 1'. S. Infantry, then stationed 
i at Gamp Floyd, was a crack shot, and rarely missed his bird. Several 
■ times lie was on tlie point of shooting the poor dog, but 1 interceded 
and Jock's life was spared. At noon we brought twenty-seven ducks 
! into camp, and the other party thirty-six. They never lost a bird, as 
' their dog understood his business, and worked splendidly. During 
' the afternoon tlie Captain and myself bagged twenty-three ducks, 
I while our friends at the other station killed twenty-nine. Themu- 
jjority of them were pin-tails, with about twenty mallards and a few 
I of that most juicy and savory of all ducks, tlie hhie-wing teal. Thus 
| we had one of the finest day’s sport 1 ever participated in. At 2 
o'clock the next morning we broke camp and started for the city. 
, where we arrived in time to partake of a late dinner ut the Townsend 
House, then the hotel of t)ie place. Having agreed before starting 
that the two killing the leant number of birds should give tlie party 
an oyster supper, the Captain and 1 were, of course, in for it. The 
plea that “our” dog was only half a dog would not work, and we were 
forced to submit with as good a grace as possible. “ It’s all right,” 
said Plummer; “ next time we ’ll take the other dog.” 
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IN THE ADRIONDACKS.

Early morning finds us started, and soon we have left our pleasant visit¬ 
ing place far behind us, and begin to see premonitory symptoms of the 
woods for which we so eagerly long. The clearings become fewer in num¬ 
ber and less frequent. Tull, grand old pines, through which the winds of 
hundreds of winters have whistled, line our road on either side, while the 
road itself almost loses its individuality, and becomes but a niero path¬ 
way, ent through the forest. The houses, such few as there are, have lost, 
that appearance of comfort, and, in many instances, somewhat of ele¬ 
gance which has heretofore characterized them, and have dwindled into 
log cabins and slab huts. 

Our sleighs are well loaded with provisions, spirtual and otherwise, for 
henceforth we must depend on what we hare carried in, wlmt we enn find, 
and what we can occasionally send ont for. 

A long day's ride finds us 35 miles from our starting place, having rested 
an hour at noon, and now at night we have our first case of camping out. 
We select a spot beneath the shadow of a huge hemlock, where the snow, 
at. least three feet deep, is quickly shoveled away, our tent speedily pitch¬ 
ed, hemlock boughs brougt by some, while others assist Jean in the pre¬ 
paration of supper, Gum, to whom as the greatest nimrod in the party, 

I attach myself with unswerveriug allegiance, and myself have coaxed a 
string of savory trout from an adjacent stream, and these prepared by the 
skillful Jean, form no small addition to our bill of fare. Trout, salt, pork, 
bread and butter, coffee, no milk, and something stronger for those who j 
like it, constitute our meal, and no unpalatable one it was after a hard 
ride of 35 miles with the thermometer averaging 15 degrees below. I may 
as well remark here that by this time I had formed a somewhat intimate 
acquaintance with the “ wicker arrangements,” heretofore mentioned, 
and I should advise no one to visit this section in winter, at least without a 
traveling companion of tiiis nature and of liberal dimensions. There arc 1 
limes when all the fire in a man would inevitably die out, were it not for 
some extra fuel of this kind. 

After supper a long pipe, and then to bed. We sleep four in a heap, 
consequently two heaps are curled up on the floor of one tent. AVe each 
possess two blankets, so eacli mess lias four under them and four over. 
We sleep “spoon fashion,” and when the outside man's back is frozen all 
turn and give him a chance to warm up by being “smuggled.” AVc arc 
democratic at night and infinitely more prefer the annimal heal which 
Jean can contribute, than wc dislike the rather oderous perfume which his 
occupation as cook and hostler causes him to give forth. Occasionally it 
is necessary for some one to arise to replenish the fire, and then wc all 


the deliberate intention of doing a full day's work; hut about an hour’s 
I wallowing through the snow put a quietus upon our ambitious designs in 
i that direction, and, returning to camp, we debated over our pipes the best, 
way of spending the remainder of the day. I remember upon one of these 
occasions “ Gum " proposed that he and I should make a snow shoe excur- 
1 sion, of about four miles, to a small pond and try for some pickerel, trout 
j iiiul become uu old tiling by this time. I eagerly assented, and, donning our 
snow shoes, we started. Now snow shoes may he entirely familiar to 
j you and your renders, but they were not to me at that time. In wearing 
them it is necessary to step very wide, to avoid treading on your own toes, 
if you do that you come to grief. 1 managed very well until in descend¬ 
ing a small lull about a quarter of a mile from camp—by-the-wny a hill is 
1 always a pit-fklVfor the uovice in snow shoeing—I forgot, or disregarded 
the advice 1 had received, planted one shoe on the toe of the other and fell 
1 headlong. Once down-there is no help for a man, unless familiar with the 
practice of snow shoeing,’uhtil some one conies to his reliefr-especiully is 
this the case in deep, soft, snow, the more one struggles the deeper he digs 
his nose into the snow-bank, until finally', if some one would only think of 
; utilizing him in that way, by grasping his feet he would make a very re¬ 
spectable plough; and by that time he. lias had enough experience in 
ploughing witli liis nose, to make him of inestimable value in that line of 
business. That was what happened to me, and Gum stood by aud laugh¬ 
ed until he was tired, and then told me how to get up. AVe didn't go after 
auy fish that day, but returned to camp, when Gum related the incident to 
, mv intense disgiist, aud to the extreme merriment of the rest. After that 
; I did well enough, aud if you are ever on snow shoes and fall don’t make 
an inspired idiot of yourself by struggling to rise, you only make matters 
worse; turn on your back, throw your heels up until you can reach them 
with yonr hands*; take off your shoes; get up, put them on again, and be 
more careful in the future. Iu time you will become an expert, and can 
afford, as one knowing whereof he speaks, to laugh at novices exhibitiug 
their awkwardness, as you once did. 

A HINT TO DICK lllXTERS. 

ElUIUUs FlKI.ll AN it Htukam: 

For tI k* information of those who seek good grounds for shooting 
ducks at this season of the year, and who look to the sporting press 
for such information, 1 will mention a little experience which 1 en¬ 
joyed hut a few miles from Chicago on Monday last. A\V were three 
jolly fellows who took the. 6 p. m. train on the P. and Ft. W, Railroad, 
anti after a ride of about mi hour and a half landed at Tolleston, Inch, 
where we found John Becker, a good-natured aud accommodating 
Teuton, waiting with team and wagon for whom might chance to drop 
loti for the purpose, of visiting the marshes near by. A ride of two 
miles through the sand hills which abound in this vicinity we arrived 
at Becker's Hotel, where we found a warm supper of ham and eggs, 
etc., waiting. Doing justice to a good square meal, we spent the 
evening as most hunters do, i. e., smoke a cigar, get our traps all ready 
I'm an early start in the morning, and talk over the prospects of a 
grand limit on the coming day. Ten o'clock finds us all in bed for the 
night. Imt each one wishing it was morning, that we might be trying 
a breech-loader on some of the ” tousand aud tousands” of ducks 
which we hear about from Julius and Mr. B-. Jokes passed, as 


quarrel as to who it shall be; ami afterthe unfortunate one Ims gone, are 
all sorry that toe hadn't volunteered, for we know that lie will come hack, , 
with an accumulation of cold which will freeze the two next to him, and 
forthwith we all begin to crowd, and push, and maneuver so that lie shall i 
not come next to us. But the night lias au end at last, aud we turn out 
with beards crisp and white, and, after a wash iu the river, arc ready for 
some breakfast, with sucli an appetite as only clear consciousness, robust 
health, aud fresh mountain air cau give. I have written in detail of this, 
our first night out, as it will serve as a sample of many such, of which I 
don't intend giving any description at all. 

We leave tliisBpot after blazing a large piece of hark from the tree and 
inscribing thereon our names, and the date of our encampment, and an. 
otiier day’s ride, sometimes on the river, and sometimes along its bank, 
brings us to the spot designated as the commencement of our work. Here 
we establish a permanent camp; piling the snow up around our tent at 
least a dozen feet high, and tlioBe who have never tried it can have no idea 
of the amount of cold which can be thus excluded. We now send our 
horses hack to Johnsonburgh by a boy who had accompanied us from 
that place, aud, thus cut off from civilization, and any means of getting at 
it, we have fairly entered upon our winter’s campaign. 

Our business was to re-run an old railroad line which had been laid out 
through there years before. AVe forthwith began to hunt for some indica¬ 
tions of it, and our success was sucli that the spring found us encamped 
just where we started in in December. It is not my intention, of course, 
to write of our business affairs, only so far nH they are necessary, and 
incidental to our hunting amusements. Neither is it my intention to 
sketch each day’s operations in detail,—as I have heretofore done—space 
will Dot allow, nor would the details lie interesting to your renders. Nor 
am I, as I understand it, eugaged to write a guide hook of this region. Mur¬ 
ray and others have done it, enough without any addition of mine, and so. 
if you please, I will change the style a little, and give you sucli brief 
sketches of a few of our adventures with the gun and rod as may, I itopc, 
interest the readers of Field 4ND Stream. 

It was our custom to commence work about niue in the morning, with 


usual among limiters, from one room to the ottier, until we an pi 
into a sound sleep, to awake at the first call from our watelifttl land¬ 
lord. 

At precisely 5 o'clock a loud rap on the stairs told us that our nap 
was finished and that breakfast was ready. After bidding each other 
good morning in tlie customary way, we sat down to our coffee, ham 
ami eggs, etc., which we swallowed rapidly, as the (light of birds to 
and from the marsh had begun, and could be distinctly heard, even 
from the breakfast room. Hunting clothes, guns, ammunition, and 
everything necessary to equip a western duck shooter were soon 
gathered together and away we go with a bundle of bay under our 
arms, which is necessary for a comfortable scat in the boat. Arriving 
at the marsh, each one selects a boat, paddle and pushing pole, de¬ 
posits his many implements for the slaughter of the ducks and pushes 
out. Yes, push out; as we were obliged to walk knee deep and push 
our tioats about a quarter of a mile through the slough before we 
reached the river. After paddling up the river half a mile we leave 
the boats aud take to the land, as the flight of birds seems to be on 
tlie ” big slough,” and the boats cannot be taken through for want of 
water. Drawing up our hip boots we start across for the most desira¬ 
ble "stand.” Right here let me say that it was impossible to decide 
where to locate, as the whole country seemed to he one living mass of 
ducks. AVlien my friend J. fired the first shot 1 made up my mind that 
1 had never before seen a flight of ducks. Thousands would convey 
but a faint idea of the numbers. Millions would seem to more nearly 
give an idea. AVhat could we do hut drop right where we were and 
await tlie result. The result was that wherever we were the ducks 
failed to come, ns tlie rice and all other natural cover was entirely 
beaten down by Hie snows and storms ofAA’inter. AVe could only re¬ 
main where we were and satisfy ourselves with an occasional shot at 
some headstrong or foolisli duck which might chance to pass our way. 
Here we remained for some three hours, with a shot now and then at 
long range, when within half a mile we could see acrei upon acres of 
the much coveted birds, both sitting on tlie ground and hovering to 
lio-lit. It is unnecessary to say that our hag of game was light. Imt 
we hail the satisfaction of witnessing one of tlie grandest sights it has 
been my fortune to look upon for many a day. How long such 
myriads‘of birds will stay so near at. hand it is impossible to say, hut 
let those who want a day’s shooting go soon. More anon. <\ O. D.

SNOW BIRD. 

It 1ms bet*ii questioned whether the snow bird belonged to the gen¬ 
uine sparrow family. As laws have been passed, by many of our State 
legislatures, protecting this large family of sparrows from the merci¬ 
less onslaught of sportsmeu, under the very correct impression that 
their fondness for insects and their lame, rendered these birds the 
particular friends of the horticulturists, it then becomes the duty 
of every true sportsman to ascertain what class of birds is included in 
the designation of sparrow. It would be idle to ask our country friends 
—and especially the sons of farmers—to respect the laws designed for 
the protection of game, when our shooting Clubs should Ignore some of 
their plainest provisions. 

Or. Coues unhesitatingly places the snow bird in the family of spar¬ 
rows, and his authority is good upon almost all bird questions. Its habits, 
beside the natural order of its types and peculiarities, also place it 
here. Baird, in his recent publication upon the North American birds, 
divides the great family of the Fringilliedic (or seed-eaters) into four 
sub-families, all natives of North America; the European house spar¬ 
row forming a fifth family. These sub-families are named as follows: 

1. Coeco tli rails time; 2. Pyrgitimc; 3. Spizollinie*; 4. Passerellinru; 
5. Spizime. , 

The true place of our friend the snow-bird will be found in the third 
sub-family, of the Spizcllimc, or true ■sparrows. This sub-family is di¬ 
vided into thirteen geuera, in which list the Jiinco tribe ranks as the 
eighth. Without giving the surnames of this whole tribe, which would 
equal in length and exceed in crabbeduess that of the race of Smith’s, 
we will follow up the specific title of the snow-bird tribe. Of these 
quite a number of species and some varities abound in the United 
States, among which tiiat of Juuco Oregonus. Jiuico llyemalis, and 
Junco Euniceps are the most clearly defined. The second of these 
names introduces us to our true winter visitor. It ranges from the 
western ^plains to New England, and as far south as ‘Columbia, S. C. 
The range of tile first-named species is from the Pacific coast to the 
Kocky Mountains, with occasional stray specimens found on the plains 
this side, living in peace with their lighter colored neighbors—for in 
the Oregonus the neck and back have a dark rusty tinge. The third 
species are found in the central and southern portions of the Rocky 
Mountains, and thence south to New Mexico. We have also met spec¬ 
imens of this species along the range of the Wahsatch and Uintah 
Mountains, and one as far north as the Goose Greek Mountains. The 
habits of all the species are precisely the same as our common snow¬ 
bird, and often the whole three species are found in the same flock, 
when the location is near the edge or border of their several provinces. 
In the cold nights of Winter their resting places seem to be in the 
thickets of the' mountain pine or juniper. In the settlements they 
flock along the road-side or in the fields, or when deep snows prevail 
they are seen in the barn-yard, hopping among the domestic fowls, 
and making their roosts in the open sheds. Their food—like that of 
the. whole sparrow family—is generally berries, grass-seed and in¬ 
sects, especially are they fond of the larvtc. They evidently love the 
colder latitudes, and their visits vary greatly in ditto rent years, some¬ 
times flocking in great numbers, then again rarely one is seen. This 
is no doubt owing to the abundance or scarcity of their food. They 
nest upon the ground With hair or fur-lined nests, quite deep, so as to 
conceal the whole bird. The usual number of eggs is four, of yellow¬ 
ish white, having brown blotches around the middle area, rarely ex¬ 
tending to the ends. 

There can be little doubt, then, of the true character of our snow¬ 
bird, viz: that of a genuine sparrow; audits such their usefulness to 
the orchards and fields commands our respect, as they destroy the 
'larvtc of insects in great numbers. Wo must, therefore, beg our 
generous sportsmen to spare the sparrows. 


GENUS GEOCOCCYX. 

C11APAKUA1. COCK, KOAD-nUNNEIt, SNAKK-KATKU, 1’AlSANO, 

This bird of many mimes is the the true Chack-a-lacka of the Mexi¬ 
cans, and lias been thus briefly described: 

Feathers of the head and neck bristle-tipped; naked patches around 
the eye; crested crown. Plumage, a lustrous bronze green; crest, dark 


blue; quills and tail feathers edged with white; central rectiees like 
the back; others, darker green and violet, with broad white tips. 
Bird nearly two feet long; tail, one foot; wing, from six to seven 
inches. Sexes, almost alike. Habitation. Texas. New Mexico. Ari¬ 
zona, and California. 

This is pre-eminently a bird of the plains, and is one of the finest 
types of the climbers or seansores. It frequents the low mesquit and 
ciiapparral thickets which border the streams of Texas and the other 
States named, and is so extremely active, with feet and wings sail- 
sprending, as to distance the horse ill pursuit. Its food is insects and 
land inollusks, and it is said not to spurn even a wiggling reptile as a 
dainty morsel, while its name, chiick-it-hicka, is suggested by its shrill 
jerky cry. That sound comes to us now. recalling many a futile chase 
we have laid with this bronze beauty of the plains. Not witli horse, 
nor yet by our trusty feet, threading the tangled brushwood fleet as 
the winged Mercury, were we enabled to capture one of these beauties 
of the hush; but prone upon the ground, like the redskin in ambus¬ 
cade, iguominiously (we are. ashamed to confess) did we then shoot, 
slaughter, and otherwise kill, feloniously, one of the finest male speci¬ 
mens that it has ever been our good fortune to behold. No boy after 
his first bird’s nest robbing venture could have felt more remorse than 
we, and not even the thought “ for the benefit of science " could entire¬ 
ly restore our equanimity. We confess that no true sportsman would 
be guilty of such a deed. Not hours only, but days, have we spent, 
all in vain, in pursuit of this flitting, fleeing, screeching bird of the 
bush. Openly have we approached the restless chatterer; cautiously, 
too. with finger upon trigger and gun to shoulder, thinking that now 
our moment of triumph had come, when lo! a jump and a jerky chuckle 
from a distant thicket told its the “bird had flown.” and left us gazing 
at the empty space, which our crested friend had quit so suddenly as to 
leave us bewildered. Under such circumstances, “ strategy my boy ” 
was pardonable. _ ^_ 

INSTINCT OF FISHES. 

I have seen (writes Mr, Kidd, the eminent naturalist) some singular 
instances mentioned *in various works of the tameness of birds and 
beasts, and 1 well know, from oft-rciieated experiments, what may tie 
done in this way. My object, on the present occasion, is to direct 
your attention to sundry experiments 1 have been making with fish. 
Of minnows 1 had, two years ago.no fewer than thirteen, ranging 
about in a large glass globe, and 1 taught them not only to know me, 
but to recognize the sound of my voice, whilst 1 whistled to them 
some lively air. On such occasions they would all rise to the top of 
the water, salute me by touching my lips as 1 bent closely over the 
howl, and actually leap up and play with the extremity of my nose 1 
They would, moreover, fondle over me, by rubbing their silvery sides 
against, one of my lingers, which 1 purposely dipped into their watery 
habitation—in this particular imitating the fondness of a cat, when 
she pleasingly purrs, erects her tail, and draws close to your person, to 
evince her perfect state of happiness. The usual fate, however, pecu¬ 
liar to all pets awaited niiuo;,onc by one, as the heat of the weather 
increased in intensity, they gave up the ghost, and my glass globe 
wits consigned to the silent shelf. A few months since, my eye chanced 
to rest on the same globe, and there was awakened in me the fondest 
remembrance of my former tiny friends. You may guess the conse¬ 
quence. 1 have procured more, confining myself, however, to three 
I only; and 1 have actually accomplished with these what 1 did with 
the others, or very nearly so, for they every day become more and 
more attectiouate and attached. How their exquisitely delicate struc¬ 
ture, and still more delicate constitution, will bear up against the 
coming dog-days 1 cannot say. I fear the worst. I keep them in cold 
well water, fresh twice a day; and they Buffer themselves, most wil¬ 
lingly, to be taken in the miked hand, whilst being transferred from 
the globe to a basin, during the change of water. Surely the law ol 
i klildness is all powerful. Would that it were more universally tried.

NATIONAL OR STATE—W1I1CII? 

At first sight the project of a National Association strikes the. 
sportsman anxious for the preservation of game and flsli in our fields 
and waters as “just the thing,” and with the characteristic haste of 
Americans we arc ready to advocate the formation of a National 
Sportsman’s Association nt once, “ immediately, and without delay.” 
in fact, as soon as the few necessary names can he secured from the dif¬ 
ferent sections of the country, to give a “ National ” air to tile move¬ 
ment. 

Besides, there issomthing peculiarly fascinating in anything which 
has tacked on to it the euphonious title of “National.” The idea of a 
National Sportsmen’s Association was doubtless borrowed from the 
National Trotting Association, and we are hound to give the gentle¬ 
men who advanced the idea, and who are now advocating the forma¬ 
tion of such an organization, credit for honesty of purpose. They no 
doubt fully believe that such an Association would prove of immense 
benefit to the country, and, acting upon that belief, are all on the gut- 
•cive for the order to meet for the purpose of organization. 

Against tlie objects sought to be accomplished we have naught to say, 
hut we do believe that they can lie more speedily accomplished by 
means of State Sportsmen’s Association*. 


In fact the only advantage Hint we can sec in a National Asssocia- 
fion is that, of the improvement of the dog by means of bench-shows, 
and field trials. But this subject is one which belongs more particu¬ 
larly to a Kennel Club, similar to that of England, for if the principal 
object of interest is the dog (and we claim it. must be, as no “National 
Association can exert any great influence upon the different State legis¬ 
latures nor upon the people of the States, regarding their own iocnl af¬ 
fairs), it would be much more in order, we think, to organize the 
Kennel Clvh of America, for the purpose of fostering anil encourag¬ 
ing his improvement. 

We trust that the western sportsmen will not “follow off after 
strange gods,” hut will go to work at home, and organize State Asso¬ 
ciations which shall co-operate witli those of contiguous States, in the 
more effectual enforcement of the laws we have, and of securing the 
enactment of better and move uniform rules on this subject. Such an 
organization is of more value to the sportsmen of a State than any 
National Association. Give us. effective State Associations, rather 
than a mass of “glittering generalities’’ under the name of “ Na¬ 
tional.” 

Wlmt say the sportsmen? Let ns hear from them on this subject. 


Kink Setters. —We called on Mr. H. J. Edwards, one of the crack 
shots and a most thorough sportsman of this city, one day last week, 
and were shown his Uarvaraok setters, Spot and Dan. To say that they 
were handsome and well-bred would lie superfluous. They are un¬ 
doubtedly as fine a brace of dogs as can be found in America.

Mr. Edwards informs 
us that he will enter them, singly and as a brace, in the field-trial 
which will lie held this year under the auspices of Hie Illinois State 
Association, and feels confident that Spot and Dan will do credit to 
their ancestors.

Besides, the laws which are proper in the latitude of New 
York are not suitable for that of St. Louis or Memphis, and any men 
or body of men under the guise of a “ National Association.” attempt¬ 
ing to dictate to the various State Legislatures Mm laws which they

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FOX HUNTING IN WISCONSIN. 

Editors Fiki.ii and Stkkaji: 

I wonder it' any of the renders of tin* Kiki.d axd Sthkam are fox 
limiters, ami have enjoyed themselves in the grandest of all sport—a 
eh use with good dogs after a Wisconsin red fox! Who is there. 1 


would like to ask, that has ever watched the turning, winding and 
doubling of an old. cunning fox trying in every way possible to throw * 
the dogs oft' the scent, did not say to himself, " this is the finest 
sport of all?" If I thought it would be of any Interest to the readers 
of your valuable paper, I would try and give you an account of 
our hunt at Oak Grove. Dodge County. Wis. 

We did not chase them in tine old English style on horseback; nor did 
we have as large a pack as they use across the water, and in some, 
parts of the Southern States. Wr had only two couples of dogs; they : 
were furnished by the lion. S. II. Turrell. President of the Tolleston 
Shooting Club. They are not as fast as some, but arc all the better 
when you want to shoot and catch him. They are kept by Messrs. : 
Bassett. Connors.Owens and lligbv. Ben. is the acknowledged leader i 
of the four, and when lie puts his nose into a track in the morning. I 
that mister fox can make up Ids mind for an all day run. if he is not j 
brought to bag before. 

On New Year's Day we had the lines! sport during the whole limit 
of nearly tw o w eeks. A few miles to the smith and east of Oak Grove 
along the banks of ltoek river, lives an old farmer by the name of Ed¬ 
wards. and a more hospitable gentleman was never seen, with a plenty | 
of luoa^ acres, and. in fact, everything to make life comfortable. 1 
"Come over and see me. boys." lie says. *■ and 1 will show you where • 

■ then* are plenty of foxes. They cross the road just south of our house | 
every few days, and they come and catch the lambs and turkeys, and 1 j 
wish you could shoot every one around here." Se we made arrange- I 
ments to leave our hunting grounds for a day and give this tine old 
gentleman a benefit: and such a matinee as we had w ill never be for- | 
gotten by any of the party. In tin 1 first place, we took along the edge 
of a large tamarack swamp, and very soon Ben found an old trail where 
Reynard bad been hunting mice the night before, and sounded his 
bugle horn, which was the key note for the others to fall in, and they 1 
were \ cry willing to respond. They followed him along an old marsh j 
meadow across the diteli into the far end of the swamp, and then they 
jumped him and his mate, and such music they made. it. almost makes 
my ears ring to hear their grand sound, as I w rite. The fox took a 
straight line over towards the high lands and large timber, when bang j 
went a gun. and those of us that were behind supposed that some one I 
had shot at him. but not so. In creeping through the thicket Bas- I 
sett's gun was accidentally discharged, as found out in the evening. We j 
took a long run over to another swamp beyond the great high ridges, 
and by the time lie was ready to come back to Ids starting fence, ami 
when only part way. along side of an old fence stood George lllghy. j 
He made a turn rigid here, and George only broke one of Ids legs with ! 
tlie first barrel, hut stopped him with the second. We hear botli j 
guns and tin* dogs stop their cry, and then comes the tully-lio! and we 
know lie has tlit* brush. Now for the other one. We take tin* dogs 
and go back until we find where they separated and they soon strike j 
tin* scent and away. This one keeps in the thick swamp more to j 
bother them, hut it is no use, Ben understands him too well, and he | 
may soon leave tlie brush for the open land, and the very first turn lie 
makes George gets a crack at him and down lie goes. “ What luck for 
George!" we all exclaim; it is only once perhaps, in a whole season that 
a man gets two good shots in a day and kills his fox gach time. 
We have now all come together, and go to work to skin the foxes, 
congratulating ourselves also on our good luck, the excellent dogs, etc., 
when Bassett says, “hurry hoys there is time enough to go over across 
the main road there, and if the dogs can find another track and start 
him. we will sprend nut and see who is the one to get a shot.” We 
take of)' the pelts as soon as we can and make for the other side of the 
road, and then south tow ards a large pond in the river, called, if my 
memory serves me right, Ilunseford's Pond, and here the dogs find 
another old trail made the night previous, and commenced to give 
tongue. •‘Thar Is Beauty,” says Eastman,“nnd when she commences 
to hark you may know they will jump him, and begin to look fora good 
place where you think lie will come." So we scatter in all directions; 
one over towards the school-house, another down near the edge of the 
pond, and the balance of us take to the ridges between the river and 
road, some four or five in number.
